Cani:a, Crete, Marcli ;5I.— The insur- 
genta by a bold stroke occupied the hill 
on the Boath side of Suda bay last even- 
inp. They were promptly shelled by 
tho Hritieh, Auatrian and Rnaaiaa wiir- 
sliipH. At daybreak the firing waa coiii- 
iiiencud and tho Cretans wore driven 
from thuir pcaitioiis. Aa soon aa 
tlie firing ceased they made an- 
other attempt tc^ recover the ground 
and the warships resumed tiring, which 
was very heavy for several liours. Dur- 
ini; the cannonading three Turks were 
killed and live wounded. 

London, i\Iarch .'il. — The Canea cor- 
respondent of the .Standard will any to- 
iworrow, in describing the bombardment 
by the foreign warships of the position 
taken by the insurgents on the hill 
to tbe south of Suda ba\- last 
evening, that when the Cretans 
began the attack Col. Bor proposed 
to tho admirals that they should lend a 
mixed force of fiOO men to drivu the in- 
aurfients from the position tbey occupied 
behind a strong Etone wall along a 
ravine. The Austrian and i'rench ad- 
mirals were opposed to takint; tho olleii- 
aive. They decided to conliiio their 
action to bonibar(iment. By .S d'clock 
in the morning the engaftenient was 
in. full swing. The Turkish guns in 
Fortizzeden could only take a amall 
part in the firing as most of them are 
directed Beawards, but a Turkish Irigato 
slielled tho inaurgeiits freely though 
with little effect. An hour later the 
foreign inen'Of-war aignalled their in- 
tention to bombard. The Groziastuny 
fired first then H. M. S, Ardent and 
finally the Austrian gunboat Ti;;er 
]-]ach vessel fired in its turn aim 
ing chiefly at the. Circek llag whic! 
was hoisted above the atone wall. The 
Ardent ceased firing at iJ:HO, -but the 
".Jroziaatcny by degrees pounded down 
the wall yard by yard, every shot 
telling. In spite of the heavy can 
npnading the Cretans held tlieir ground 
stoutly, even throwing out skirmishers 
to repel the Turkish otitposts, though 
they were compelled to abandon 
their own principal positions behind 
the stone wall. At 9:^t5 a.m. H.M.S. 
Camperdown, the outermost of the large 
ironclads, began firing six inch shells 
Tlie Cretans retired slightly but con^ 
tinueil a fire until 10 o'clock, when the 
Camperdown at a range of (ylOO yards 
fired her big guns. Tlie ell'cct waa in- 
stantaneouH. 'I'lireo out of four of the 
percussion shells burst directly in the 
centre of tho insurgents' position and 
tlie Cretana lied heller Hkeltor. 
Tlio aim of the gunners were jierfet^t, 
while the formidable noise of enormous 
ahella liurling through the air was alone 
enough to frighten ttie enemy. Things 
were now gelling too hot to last, and Uie 
insurgent llag waa ajicedily lowered. 
The Cretans, in full relreal, were 
hastened by the fire of the Ciroziaslcuy 
and the Tiger, which poured in with 
extreme accuracy of aim a succesaion of 
shrapnels. At 10:1& a.m., the last shell 
fell." 

Seeing the object of bombardment 
was Kcconiplishcd the Ruaeian and Aus- 
trian warships steamed away for block- 
ado service. The Ardent returned to 
.'-^iida with the Turkish soldiery, who 
eallied (jiiickly from lorta, occupieil 
the posiliona lately iield by the 
insurgents, hoisted the (Jltoman 
Hat; with great luanifestatiou of 
delight and then advanced across the 
open with great coolness, though ex- 
posed to the continuous lire of the in- 
surgent sliari)ahootory, who remained in 
the ravine tij) to the last pioment. At 
11 :.'!U a.m. the Turks were still pouring 
a raltling lifle lire upon the 
retreating masses of the inaur- 
gonla, who replied with wonderful 
B))irit. Their Bjjlcndid defence of 
the position excited the admiration of 
all. l.'ntil tho C^amperdown began to 
lire heavy shell.s the insurgents rather 
gained tliau lost ground in apite of the 
Ireniendous fire of the Russian and Aus- 
trian veeeels. Altogether about 100 
aliells were fired. 



Bankholm, but very little. The com- 
bined crows of the ships numbered 07 
men, all of whom are supposed to have 
perished. Both vessels were in the 
vicinity of Montevideo on the same 
dates, and one theory is advanced that 
the ships were in collisiou and went 
down with all on board before boats 
could be lowered. 



BLOWN TO ATOMS. 

Men Wiped Out of Existence by a Terrible 
Explosion. 

Ciiic.\tio, March 30. — By an explosion 
in the South Water street canal to-day 
Owen O'Mealy and Peter Gallagher were 
killed, and Thomas Gallagher, Dennis 
Hayes, Patrick Conway and (ieorgo 
Blank were injured. The explosion look 
place 2,300 feet under the lake, where an 
excavation was being made for a water 
i!U|)I)ly inlet. A heavy blast had been 
prepared, the fuse lighted, and the 
warning given to the men to get to a 
safe distance. O'Mealy and Gallagher 
Btay(!d behind an instant, and 'ivere 
within a few feet of the place when the 
explosion occurred. They were literally 
blown to piecea. lliiyea, Conway and 
Thomas Gallagher had run a consider- 
able distance, but besides being burned 
they were crushed and bruised by heavy 
stones and inaiiBeB.of clay.

Joseph Chamherlaln's Eloquent 
Words on the Relations of Moth- 
erland to the Colonies. 



Sentiment, Forces aud Institutions 
of Imperial Patriotism Must" 
Be Kept Alive. 



London, March 81. — The annual 
banqUQt of the Britisli Colonial Institute 
was given this evening, the Right Hon. 
Joseph Ohamberiain presiding. In the 
large and distinguished company were 
representatives of almost every colony 
of the empire. After the usual loyal 
toasts the Marquis of Lorno proposed 
" Tfie naval and military forces of the 
emiiire." Mr. Chamberlain, in pro- 
posed the toaat of the evening, "The 
piosperify of the institute," sketched 
the growth of the British empire and 
the tlevelopment of Imperialism, in 
Great Britain. He said: 

" We have now reached the true con- 
ception of our empire, for 1 think we 
may speak of our colonies aa pan of our- 
.selves. I feel moreover that our rule 
over the territories dependent ujion us is" 
justified only as it adds to tho happi- 
ness of the popniationa they contain. 
There are always people who sympathize 
with the Prempehs and the Lobeugu£las, 
but you cannot have omelets without 
eggs — ( laughter) — and you cannotdestroy 
slave trading and slave raiding without 
the use of force. (Hear, hear.) 
In such expeditions as those to 
Benin, Nupee, Aahanti and Nyas- 
aa, it is inevitable that there 
should bo Borne loss of life, but for 
every life that is lost there comes pros- 
perity to a hundred. We are convinced 
that we have and shall continue to have 
the strength to fultill our high mission. 
We shall protect our self governing colo- 
nies with all our strength against any 
foreign aggressor. (Cheers.; As for my- 
self, 1 believe in the probability and 
the practicability of a feileration 
of the British race, but it 
will not come by pressure. It 
will come as the realization of 
a universal desire. If Great Britain 
remains united no other empire in the 
world will ever surpass it. Our mother- 
land is still vigorous. Nevertheless some 
of our sister nations may one day eijual 
aiui even surpass her greatness. Ttiat 
will depend largely upon ourselves. Let 
it be our task to keep alive the senti- 
ment, forces and institutions of imiiei ial 
patriotism, so that in every vicissitude 
of the future the British Empire may 
present an unbroken front in support of 
our glorious traditions and of our flag." 
(Cheers.)

The Government 
did not admit that Ireland was unduly 
burdened. IriBhnien individually, he 
explained, were payinir lees than En- 
gliahtrien, but so soon aa thegovernment 
has proofs of injustice it will rectify 
them.

So the Sehool Trustees Class Exist- 
ingr Arrangements ' as to 
Teaching; Agrricnltnre. 



An Alleged Case -of Cruelty to 
Schoolboy to Be Inquired 
Into. 



It was a very quiet meeting of tlio 
board of school trusteea that Mr. C. 
Hayward presided over last night. Tne 
subjects of discussion rane^d all the way 
from agricultural teaching »to vertical 
handwriting. 

There was one matter which demands 
close looking into that came up. It was 
a charge of cruelty that M. H. Watkins 
bad to make against physical instructor 
Stt Glair, of the public school. He wrote 
to the board stating that the drillmaster 
beat his son on the afternoon of March 
18 seemingly because his boots were toi 
dean. The parent entered a " solemn 
protest " against the treatment of his 
boy, and hu asked for an UKiiiiry and for 
the prevention of a repetition of the 
wrong. 

Mr. Yates considered that this was a 
very acrioua tiling, and on hia motion, 
seconded by Mr. Belyca, the matter was 
referred to the gymnaaiuiii coininitti'i;. 

The truatces i:i the oiitaido citiea do 
not appear to ba very enthusiastic over 
the appointment of an indepentloiit 
Bchool inspector for Victoria,' Xew West- 
minster antl iS'anaimo. The Nanainio 
board informed their Victoria coUeaKues 
that they could not take the same view 
as they held, while the New Westmin- 
ster trustees, while expressing sympathy 
wiih such a scheme,, could not do any- 
thing to help it forward at the present 
time, as they had passed their estimates. 

Agricultural teaching in the schools 
Btill re[nain.s a vexed (jueation. The New 
Westminster board asked if llie Victoria 
trusteea had taken anyac'tionin relation 
to this subject and wished to know if 
they were saiisfied witli the matter as it 
now stood. 

^Ir. Yates ^jbserved that the subject 
■was all right, and then he came to an ex- 
])res8ive fall stop. 

Mr. Belyea euggoated that the Xew 
Westminster board should be informed 
tliat the teaching of agrieuJture as it at 
present existed .was not satisfifctory. 
After some informal talk the tetter was 
laid over for consideration. 

Some testimony in favor of vertical 
handwriting was given by Mrs. Grant. 

It eame out upon a decision to in- 
form the teacher of South Park school 
that the regulation of the board in this 
in.itler was not being complied with. 
?d ra. (irant eaid that since this syatein 
vas ailopted the writing exercises ap- 
))i.'arc'd mucli neater. iSlr. Mc.Mickiiig 
incndenially remarked that a teacher of 
writing must in his opinion be a good 
writer. Mr.. Belyea disagreed and gave 
Mie interesting piece of autobiography 
that he learned to write on the black 
board with a piece of chalk. 

Ventilation matters camn in for some 
attention. Mr. Yates had lieard serious 
complaints regarding the ventilation in 
the High school and desired to secure an 
interview with the city council in order 
to Ihy before them the necessity for the 
loan, by-law being passed so that- the 
hoard might have money to spend on 
improvements. It was decided to leave 
the matter in the hands of the legislative 
committee, who will draw up a state- 
jiient showing the great necessity of this 
ov-law being carried. Tlie Smead-Dow 
Company of Toronto wrote saying that 
lliey were sending a representative to 
look into ventilation matters at Soutii 
Park school. 

The usual monthly report as to attend- 
ance showed that during February the 
d.iily average was 1,913.60, the average 
actual attendance was 1,804.12, the 
number of pulpils who actually attended 
was 2,147, while the average in each of 
the ^fortv-eight teachers' classes was 
44.72. 

There were nine applications to fill the 

vai;aney on the teaching stall' of the 
• liris' Central school, caused by the 
hunented death of Mrs. Caldwell. In 
cninmittee of the whole the trustees 
nk'ctcil Miss Maria l.awson at tlie same 
salary. The secretary was instructed to 
I'lrward to the relatives of the late Jlrs. 
Caldwell a letter of condolence, ex- 
jiressing the great regret they fell at the 
removal of so. valued a teacher.

tour Feet of Ore Struck on the Aaron 
Group. 

The Miner has received reliable infor- 
/iiation to the i-ff(M,>t that a strike of rich 
.,11^ has been niiule in the Aaron group, 
at, Waterloo cainji, a few miles above 
Trail, on the east baukof the Columbia. 
Tlie iiroperty is uniler bon<i to llie Lit- 
Jooet, l'"raser Klver and Cariboo Gold 
I'ialds — sometimes called the llorne- 
Tayne syndicate — and development work 
has been going on steadily since early 
last summer. A tunnel has been run 
several hundred feet, and the present 
strike was made at a depth of 150. The 
ore body found is said to be 4 feet wide, 
and the value, $72 per ton. 

If such a strike has been made it will 
have a moat imjiortant bearing on the 
future of Waterloo canij). The Jliner 
has already published rejiorta of rich 
assays had from the ore now being taken 
from the Maud S., which ia not far from 
the Aaron group. There is no doubt 
whatever as to tho liiiding of very high 
grade ore in the IMaud S., for tl\e assay 
certificates were shown to the writer of 
this article. 

The Home-Payne pcbple also had a 
bond on the Apaclje group in Waterloo 
camp, bat surrendered it some time ago. 
They stuck to the Aaron group, and it 
xiow looks'as though they might hie well 
IB warded for doing so.

How to supply the pressing demand 
for hay is a matter now causing some 
uneasiness with jobhera. Every day a 
carload is shipped to Sidney, consign- 
ments are being constantly forwarded to 
points along the E. it N., tons of, it are 
carried away by the City of Nanaimo 
every week for places along the ICast 
Coast, large quantities are being called 
for at Alberni, and as if to make the de- 
mand universal farmers nearer home, 
some of whom have not purchased a ton 
for years, are daily drawing it away from 
the market. It is not unnatural that 
prices under these circumstances should 
be Blifl'ening, and that the .'fl5 mark in 
quotations lias been reached, nor is it 
unlikely that hay will be selling for a 
dollar "more before the week is out. 
Fl'jur is said to be weakening in Eastern 
markets, but local prices as yet remain 
unchanged. There is an abundance of 
fish in the market, the salmon variety 
being perhaps more plentiful now than 
auv thne (jreviously during the winter. 
One pleasing feature of the market this 
week is the appearance of the first of 
this season's lettuce and asparagus.

Description of the Property by the Corre-

vestor is the early shipper, which may 
be described as a prospect which haa 
been alowly opened by its owner, who 
haa diacovered ore near the surface, and 
who for lack of capital has been ob- 
lige<l to do tlic work himself, accumu- 
lating considerable ore on the dump and 
thus practically demonstrating the fact 
that he haa a mine. 

The Argo mines o! Bandon offer an 
illustration of this third proi)08itiun.

Children Not Have a 
School ? 



The Yukon Country Is Katurally a 
Portion of British Columbia 
Territory. 



To THE Editor :— Through the me- 
dium of your valuable paper I should 
like to call the attention of our echool 
trustees in particular and the rate- 
payers In general to the very crying 
need that exists in Victoria for a school 
lor our deaf and dumb children. We 
have growing up in our mld'st a very 
considerable number of deaf and dumb 
children, who, though deficient in hear- 
ing and speech, are otherwise mentally 
quick and able to learn , and for whom 
no school or niei'.na of instruction what- 
ever ia provide<i. Now surely tlia par- 
ents of such children, contributing to 
the support of our public Bchools aa they 
do, are entitled to some help in thia 
matter. Is it not our duty to take these 
unfortunate little ones In hand and try 
aa far aa lies in our power to lessen the 
eii'ects of the terrible inlliction under 
which they auffer? Could there not be 
a room set apart in one of our school 
houses for ao many houra a week and a 
teacher provided who would at least 
teach them to read and write? Trusting 
this matter will be taken up by all wlio 
have the welfare of the community at 
heart.

The 
line or route by Stickeen laul across Cas- 
siar to Tesliu lake, is without driubt the 
natural, the moat direct and eaHieat line, 
but aa matters .are controlU;d at preaent 
the trade, which naturally helonga to 
thia nrovince ia allowed by our mer- 
chants to be supplied at Seattle and car- 
ried past their doors by way of I^ynn 
canal to Juneau, etc. An effurt on their 
part, with Very slight assistance from the 
provincial government, in opening a 
trail in the meantime in advance of the 
proposed railway, would soon cause 
trade to find ita proper channel. ICvery 
(lay that paases points out more (dearly 
the fpciit and continuous los^ses which 
are siiatained by our nierchantf, and 
doubtless cause.'i i;reat losa of reTciiue to 
the lioininion goveL-nnient. Our south- 
ern neighbors are making a strong and 
united pull for the northern trade.

THE GOVERNMENT'S 

RAILWAY FOLIC y. 

We understand that the government 
measure in aid of railway construction 
will be submitted to the legislature to- 
day. The details of the bill have not yet 

bfien announced, but ue surmise that 
the aid to be granted will take the form 
of a cash bonus to certain speoiUed lines. 
This is on tlie whole the most satisfac- 
tory way of dealing with the matter, be- 
cause it Axes the responsibility of the 
Province at a definite amount, and ia 
probably a more useful form of subsidy 
from the company's standpoint than a 
",'uaranteo of interest on a larger sum. 
li this is the plan that shall be a*do])ted 
and any of the companies entitled to 
Bubsidies under the prpposed measure 
are also entitled to land subsidies, we as- 
sume that the bill will contain a proviso 
requiring the companies to sell their 
lands at present government prices 
namely, .•fl.00,$2.f)U and .*;"). 00 according to 
the class of the liuid, aiitl that the title 
to the purcliaaer sliall carry everything 
except the precious metals. If the com- 
D.uiies decline to sell their land at such 
jirices any portion held fora higher price 
should at once become subject to tax- 
ation. There ought to be a provision in 
t\ut act requiring tlie comiiany api)lying 
fur Ihf vd^h subsidy to give a satisfac- 
tory guarantee of bona tides. Though 
opposed to the idea of reiiuiring com- 
panies afcking a mere naked charter to 
p:it up a pledge, to be forfeited in case 
the road is not begun within the time 
limited in the charter, wo believe that if 
n railway company asks the governnient 
to contract witli it for the payment of a 
c ifch subsidy, it ought to give evidence 
of its good faith. We assume the bill 
will contain some provisions as to the 
plana and specificatiqns being submitted 
to the governor-in-council. We think 
this is the usual plan followed in regard 
to cash subsidies. 

ff the proposed 'aid is hedged 
aij.jut with condition.'! of thi.s 
cliaracter, which, while not too 
severe upon the comjianies will ])roiiBrly 
protect the public interests, we believe 
ihe measure will meet with the hearty 
approval of the large majority of the 
people. There is undoubtedly a (iemaiid 
for a ineiiH'jre of tliis nature. Invents 
Ixave dciiioiialiated that r.ritisli Colum- 
biii )pos:!eKses within her border.s all the 
natural re.^jjurces nccrarfiiry for woiiiler- 
ful jirogresH. The most skentical are 
iorced to admit that when the promise 
of the future is fulfilled we will have 
within this Trovince many very popu- 
lous and i)ioaperous communities and 
that the Pacilic S\o]k of Canada will 
claim a jiosition be.side the most favored 
portion of the American continent. The 
■world has begun to recognize this. There 
is not a centre of capital in which the 
opportunities for investment here have 
not been disousaed. There ia not a land 
from which desirable immigration can 
bo obtained where the advantages offer- 
ed by this Province to colonists 
are not being considered. To at- 
tract this capital and this colonization 
at the earliest poaaible day, so that the 
people who have stood by the Province 
during its days of hardship may enjoy 
some of the advantages of the promised 
prosperity is a work worthy of considera- 
tion of the government, the legislature 
and the iiress. The government has, 
we believe, fully ajipreciated its responsi- 
bility on the premises, and has resolved 
to do all that can reasonably be asked ut 
the present time to promote this de- 
sirableresult. It will ask the legislature, 
not only to give needed aid to cert.iiii 



In the Toronto Globe ef March 25tb is 
an interesting letter on the Crow's Nest 
Pass railway, dated at Lethbridge and 
written from a O.P.K. standpoint. In 

view of the fact thiit the C.P.R. will 
build the road the letter has a special in- 
terest. The following extract is worth 
quoting in its entirety : 

The first step the Canadian Pacific 
took towards building through the 
Crow's Nest was to acquire the section 
of the Alberta railway from Dunmore to 
Lethbridge, 110 miles, and convert it 
from a narrow to a alundaid gauge. Tlien 
it started surveying for-a lino through 
the Crow's Nest Pass and the Moyle 
Pass to a connection with the Columbia 
e>c Ivootenay railway at Nelson. It has 
done a considerable amount of grading 
between helhbridge and the Crow's 
Nest, baa built from Nelson to Kobson 
and has pushed the surveys westward 
from Kobson towards Hope. In 
all, it has spent about :|i2,260,O0O on 
the work. Its aim is not only 
to build from Lethbridge to Nelson, 
but to carry the line ultimately to 
Hope, driving branches and mine-spurs 
into the region to open it up thoroughly 
to the process of development. This 
will cost a heap ot nionev. The esti- 
mate ia :t;85,ll00,()U0. The distance from 
Dunmore to Hope by the Crow's Nest 
will exceed StVJ miles as against 7 U) by 
the present main line, so that the new 
route will not be of much service for 
through' tratlic, but will linve to depend 
on the local business created by the I 
mines and smelters. For the present, \ 
however, the cinislruction of the Crow's 
Nest I'ass road as far as Nelson with 
spurs running into the best of the min- 
eral lands is all that can be accom- 
plished. This would give the smelters 
cheap fuel, which is essential to the low 
grade ore mines, and would be a boon to 
all. All that remains, assuming the 
immediate construction of the line to be 
called for, is for the Dominion covern- 
ment to grant assistance on such condi- 
tions as it deems advisable and as the 
company is willing to accept. No doubt 
the company will put the conditions in 
one scale and the amount of the prom- 
ised bonus in the other and decide what 
to do, whether to take the bonus along 
with the conditiona or go abend and 
build wholly at its own expense without 
any conditions to hamper i(a future 
action, which it has a rjglit to do under 
the charter of 1880. In the latter case, 
of course, it would have absolute com- 
mand of the situation and might become 
a monopoly with a vengeance. 

The letter conveys the impression that 
a subsidy of .'flO,UOO a mile, or one-third 
the estimated cost for the line from 
Lethbridge to Nelson, would be con- 
sidered by the company as adequate, 
and for this '' Mr. Laurier might fairly 
ask for reasonable maximum rates on 
meriiliandise, flour, coal, coke and ore 
to bo sijccufied in the contract, with the 
right to incjuire into the c:omplaiuts of 
shipjiers and remove grievances. He 
might further insist that if this coven- 
ant is violated by the company, parlia- 
ment or the covernor-in-council shall 
have power to grant running powers 
over the line to other foads." 

It is further pointed out that the coal 
lands are not such a great bonanza as 
has been rejiresented , as there are 
other coal lands in Uritish Columbia 
which can supply the smelters, if any 
attempt is made to put up the jirice. 
The writer of the letter thinks that the 
policy of the C.P.R/ would be to encour- 
age cheaj) coal for purely business 
reasons. He states tliatall tbecoal lands 
covered by the subsidy only amount to 
Hl.UUO acres, but this is doubtless an un- 
der estimate. 

The writer of the letter suggests in a 
non-committal way that after all there 
may be no very great hurry about the 
matter, for it is not yet sure that mining 
in ICootenay is on a permanent basis. 
To tlii.-i the Cilobc editorially enters a 
j)rotest, which, taken in connection with 
tlic Lethbridge letter, suggests that letter 
and editorial were written with a com- 
mon purpose. We may take it for grant- 
ed that the Crow's Nest I'ass road will 
be built aii<l Ixiilt at once \>y tin? CI'. 1!., 
and tiiat an arrangement will he effect- 
ed whereby parliament will give a 
Ol)l),tlOO bonus in consideration of certain 
concessions by the company. We under- 
stand on excellent authority that al- 
ready an understanding has been reached 
by which the coal lands of the company 
will be sold for $10 an acre. 



Tub majority ot the. house yesterday 
refused, and very wisely, we think, to 
assent to the populistic idea that the 
promoters of rail way companies should 
be compelled to put up a forfeit to se- 
cure the beginning of work within a cer- 
tain specified time. Aa was well pointed 
out a railway charter confers no mono- 
poly. Mr. Kennedy asked i£ nobody 
had ever beard of " cbartermongering.'' 
Well, a member must lib stone deaf who 
has not. Certain mei?ibers of the oppo- 
sition talk about it three times a week 
on an average, but that ia about all any 
one hears of it. The man has yet to be 
discovered who does it. The Charter- 
monger is like the Flying Dutchman — 
heard of often but never seen. He ia 
the bogie-man, of whom two worthy 
gentlemen from the mainland dream o' 
nights and from whom they pray to be 
delivered by day ; but he is aa unsub- 
stantial and eluaive as any a Will o' the 
Wiap that over flitted over a moor in the 
land whence those gentlemen derive 
their names and accent,

Work 
on some of these was started aa far back 
aa 1883, but had to be stopped for lack of 
capital. Now that investors have been 
at last convinced that the mineral is 
there they are tumbling over each other 
to get in on the ground floor.— Calgary 
Herald.

Its Alms.

On the lOtli 
Christ (Jhurch cathedral caught fire 
from a defective stovepipe and was 
damaged to tlie amount of ^.'ilUi ; insur- 
ance, $10,000. The fourth tire, at No. 
17 1 Pock l!ay avenue, in a frame build- 
ing owned by the Vi,:toiia Huilding 
Soc-iety, was e.ttingiiishi'd with liMle 
trouble and the loss amounted to $20. 
The last lire occurred on Saturday morn- 
ing on i;diiioiupn road.

The annual meeting of the Victoria 
branch of the Bible Society was held 
last evening in the First I'resbyterian 
churcli. The president, ISIr. Shake- 
speare, occupied the chair and gave a 
neat address. Dr. Campbell read the 
lesson and Mr. Clay engaged in prayer. 
The secretary, Mr. S. 15. Netherby, read 
the following report : 

Mr. I'resident, Ladies and Llentlenien 
— In presenting the aniiuiil report of the 
Victoria branch of the British and l''or- 
eign ISible Society for the |iast year, I 
have to slaty that the (ixecutivo cominil- 
teo lost a very elticient otlicer in the 
person of the late Dr. Lang, who received 
his death blow on the 20th of May 
last ill the terrible accident 
wiiich overtook our city, send- 
ing sorrow and bereavement to 
60 many hitherto happy lioinea, 
Mr. T. ,1. Barron, the colporteur ap- 
pointed in 1895, continued his work till 
midsummer, 1806. Upon the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Barron the position was 
tilled by the appointment ol Mr. Samuel 
Moore,. B. A., who, having been ap- 
pointed to a more lucrative jiosi'Jon, re- 
signed in a few days. The executive 
liUed the position thus vacated tiy the 
appointiuent of Kev. .f. ,). Ashlon, B.A., 
who is still working in spreading the 
Bible among the people of IJritish Col- 
nmliia. From the monthly reports sent 
in by the colporteurs the following facta 
are gleaned : Number of days in travel- 
ling, 12-1 ; number of miles covered, 1 , 121) ; 
number of Taniilies and individuals 
visited, 1,915; Bibles sold, 1S3; Testa- 
ments sold, 101; Bibles given away, 11; 
Testaments itiven away, 107. You will 
learn from the above that much has 
btea done to spread the word in British 
Columbia, and that much remains to bo 
done yet. I think I may say that it ia a 
duty incumbent upon each and all to 
put forward an extra etlbrt to help in 
giving the Bible to all countries in need 
thereof. We truat therefore that you 
will by your thoughtfulness contribute as 
large a sum as you have done in paat 
years. I^et me add a sentence from the 
rei)ort of our Lite secretary: 'The 
great object of the society of which 
we form a part is the giving 
of the Bible, without note or comment, 
to the various nations of the earth.' The 
value of stock on hand at the beginning 
of the year was :fl71.42; there was no 
stock received during the year, and tbe 
sales during the year amounted to 
$101.25; free contributions from sub- 
scribers in the city w/ire over $100. I 
trust the facts and figures which I have 
thus briefly placed before this intelli- 
gent audience are sufficient to enable all 
to form a correct estimate of what has 
been done by this branch during tlie 
past year." 

Mayor Kedfern, in a conciac and 
pointed address, moved the adoption of 
the rejiort, w liicli was seconded by '\Ir. 
Siddall. will) sjioki.' very encouragingly 
of the future of tlie branch.

Notwithstanding nnytliing contained in the preceding section of this byjaw,

J, or whose services are payable out of any moneys obtained, by issue of debentures for a 
special purpose, and who has been discliaigcd, or who has left the cmploj' of the Cbrpo- i 
ration: Provided, That the Water Conlinisslonor, or the foreiiiiin, has certilied to the 
correctness of the payment on account of Vote iiinnberod StattMucnt D, or that the 
City Knginoer has certified to tlie correetness of llie ])aynient on account of Vote iiiiin- 
borcd 37, Statement F, or the Sanitary Inspoetor has certilied to the correctness of tlic 
payment on account of Votes numbered (il to 03, Statement J, or tlio oHicer in chami' of 
the works has certilied to tlie correctness of tlie payment out of moneys obtained by 
the issue of debentures for a special purpose, aiul that the Auditor in each case has. cer- 
tified to the correctness of the amount payable by initialing the total sum of the account, 
hut the Committee on I'lnance (if such exist) is to report all such payments as soon as 
possible therealter to the Council. 

Sec. (i. It shall be lawful for the Treasurer to pay such sums of money for the services 
named in Votes numbered 51 ot 52, Statement G, as the Mayor may direct: I'mviilcd, 
That the sums paid are not in the acTKregate in excess of the sum hereby appropriated 
by the Council for tlie'servicE, and the Auditor has marjced his initials against the total 
amount of the voucher to certify to the ^'ame. 

Sec. 7. All reciuisitions for authority from tlie Council to incur a pecuniary liability, 
or to make an application for or a payment of money, or for the issnanoe of a warrant to 
authorise the payment of a sura of money, are first to receive an endorsement from the 
Auditor that the funds are or will be on hand and are nnapi)ropriatod and are available 
to meet the proposed expenditure uut of the Municipal Revenue for the then oarrenl 
year, or out of money obtained under authority of sub-section 118 of section 50 of tlie 
«' Municipal Clauses Act, 1806," or out of money obtained by the issue of debentures for 
the purpose applied for, and arc to receive the recommendation of the lUayor, and are 
to have the a[>proval of at least two of the iiu'inliers of the Standii>g Coniiiiitte< 
Finance by ttiuir endorsement thereon hel'ore being i-oiisidereil liy the Ci>inicil. .All 
checks drawn on u bank for payment of funds belonging to the Corporation are to he 
signed by the Treasurer and by the Auditor and countersigned by the Mayor of the City 
before payment. 

Sec. S. All payments maile out of the Municipal Kevenue for thecurrent year, or out 
of nuineys obtained under authority of the ".\nnual Loan By-Law, 1S!)7," are hereby 
ratilied and continued. 

See. 9. The ofHeer styled the Auditor or tlie Treasurer shall mean and include any 
person acting in either of those capacities, with the sanction and by the autliorily of the 
Municipal Council.

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Third Session of tlie Seventh Parliament. 

TUIRTY-FIFTH DAY. 

Wednesday, March 31, 180". 

Tho Speaker took the chair at 2 
o'clock. 

Prayers by Rev. W. D. Barber. 

The clerk read a letter from Mr. R. T. 
Daniels, eecretary to the Trail Water 
Ctompany, which proteateil against a 
petition preeenled to the house nskiiii: 
that a private bill should not Ijb given 
to the company. The letter stated that 
the petition complained of was pre- 
sented with a view to prejodico the 
iegialature against the company. The 
-company, it was added, did not ask for 
any exclaslve privileges in ihe bill and 
had no intention of doing bo. 

The following bills received their first 
reading : 

An act to amend the " Election Regu- 
lation Act " — Mr. Kennedy. 

An act to amend the " Wide Tire Act " 
— Mr. Kellie. 

An act to amend the " Tramway Com- 
pany Incorporation Act, 1896 "—Mr. 
Kellie. 

On the motion for the third reading of 
the West Kootenay Power & Light Co. 
bill, Mr. Fureter moved that the order 

be discharged and the bill recommitted 
lor tho purpose of stnikin;; out clause 10. 

Mr. Kellie said no bill in the house 
gave BO much i)owoi' as this, and he 
•wanted tho bill posti)oiR'il for a fen- 
days. Clanao l!'.', lio said, t,'iive tho com- 
pany practically unrestricted power 
over the wliolo of Kootenay, and ought 
never to have been passed. 

Mr. l'"orHtor's motion was carried, and 
tlic. hill waH recommitted for Friday. 

Dr. Walkem, as a question of privi- 
lege, called attention to the fact tliat 
three departmental reports were not yet 
down. 

The Premier — " Which departments 
are they?" 

Dr, Walkem aaid the Minister of Agri- 
culture had not sent down his report, 
and the report of the Superintendent of 
the Insane was not down yet. 

Hon. Premier Turner said it was not 
necessary to have an annual report of 
tho department of agriculture. Sev- 
eral hon. membcTB especial iy ask- 
eti the (niestioa last year, and it 
was discussed while the budget debate 
was going on. It did not in any way 
affect the estimates, and the hon. mem- 
ber simply wanted to get hold of a com- 
plaint for to-morrow. 

Mr, Cotton — What's the other reiiort-? 

Dr. Walkem — I don't remember. 
(J^aughter.) 

Hon. Col. Baker said the insane asy- 
lum report would be presented that day. 
Aa the hon. member well knew and aa 
all the members were aware, the super- 
intendent met with a very sad and aeri- 
ous loss, and he wrote to say that hia 
report would bo delayed for a abort time 
tor that reason. It was now ready. 

Dr. Walkem said the other report not 
down was the survey report. 

Hon. Col. Baker presented tlio report 
of the superintendent of the asylum for 
the insane. In that report. Dr. Boding- 
ton, the superintendent, stated that dur- 
ing the year ended December 31, 1890, 
there were treated at the asylum 228 
patients, of whom 180 were males and 48 
temales. There remained in residence at 
the end of the year 171, of whom 
14:; were males and '~'.t were females. 
The new admissions during the year 
were (M, which was two more than in 
1805. The patients discharged nam bored 
•1,S, f>f whom '2i) had recovered — being 
;!.").'.'! of the admissions — '31.' were dis- 
charged as improved, (i were still on pro- 
bation and wore unimproved. The 
superintendent mentioned that five i)a- 
tients were sent home to their friends in 
England, and he remarks: "All these 
cases were illustrationa of a practice too 
much in vogue in Great Britain of ship- 
ping off to the colonies weak-minded 
young persona who are unmanageable at 
home and unable to make a career for 
tbemeelves, or earn a livelihood there." 
Me rcniiirUed that it i)ationts of their 
kind wrre unal)le to steer a straight 
course in the old country with the assist- 
ance of their tiiends, how less likely was 
it that when left to themselves they 
would Ije unable to cope with tho 
struggles and ditliculties of colonial life. 
The live cases mentioned wore tyi)ical 
examples of the most undesirable class of 
immigrants it was i)OSBible to conceive. 
Such persons, who were !-ent out to lie 
got rid of, were tot;Uly unlit for the bat- 
tle of colonial life, ami naturally gr;tvi- 
tated into the asylum, 8wellinj.f the ranks 
of the already too numerous lunatics, 
and adding to the pecuniary burden of 
the province. It was hard upon the col- 
onies that the mother country should 
Bhip off those " waifs and strays," those 
victims of " honiorland insanity " to be- 
;Hinie conlirnied lunatics, and ti) be 
maiiitaini'il at the cxpcneo of the cnni- 
inunity. TbtMj nestion of the li-asibilily 
of .'■'cnilinL' such patients back to their 
own narislies in the ■ I 'nitcil Kiiigilo;n 
wa:- (Uie worthy of serious ccjn.Hideral ion. 
Tlu.'re were nine deatlis during tlic year, 
but no snicidcH. Several patiiuits tried 
toesciipe, but were n^taken. A padded 
room was now almost completed. The 
monthly coat per lu'ad last year was 
$15.80 or 87 cents loss than in 1S1).'>. The 
average for the past seven years is ^Ui.lil. 
The total expenditure for the year wub 
$34,0(55.80; $3,741 waa received from pay- 
ing patients. 

Mr. Kidd asked the Chief Commia- 
flioner oi L.Tnd.'i and Works: 

1 . Is it true that tiie government have 
made, or promised to nialu,', Home modi- 
lications in the ternni and conditions in 
the leases of the Burnaby small holders? 

'2. li 80, wluit moditications have been 
made or pronnsed to be made? 

Hon. Mr. Martin in reply said : " The 
government baa the matter un^ler nego- 
tiation." 

Mr, Kennedy asked the Minister of 
Education : 

1. Is there a school called "Camp- 
bell's Creek school " (or some such 
name) between Kamloops and Ducks? 

2. lias there boon any trouble in get- 
ting teaclicrs to take charge of such 
Bciiool '! 

;>. Has such scI;nol shown an actual 
dailv attendance of 10, aa v.,.;K.ired 'jy 
the Act; 

•1. If not, why baa said school not been 
closed ? 

Hon. Col. Baker in reply said : 

1. Yes. • 

2. Not to my knowledge. 

3. No. 

4. Being an assisted school the aver- 
age daily attendance of 10 ia not de- 
manded by the school act. 

Mr. tiumo asked the Minister of 

Mines : 

1. Did tlie government instruct the 
gold commiasionera of East Yale or West 



Kootenay not to grant any water rights 

in the above districts? 

2. If BO, what date were such notices 
sent out? 

3. Has the government or any of its 
agents made any water grants in the 
above districts? 

4. If so, to whom, and the amount in 
inches and the date of such grantor 
grants? 

Hon. Col. Baker replied aa follows: 

1. Yes; without the consent of the 
Lieut. -Governor in Council. 

2. March 8. 

3. Yea ; in the dietrict of Weat Koote- 
nay. 

4. To the Tteco and Noble Five mining 
companies 200 inches each on March 13 ; 
to F. A. lleinze 1,200 inches on tho 29th 
March. Ajjplications by the aforesaid 
were nuide to the Gold Commissioner for 
tho (iistrict several mouths previous to 
the 8th of March. 

Mr. Kellie returned to this subject 
later in tho day, asking the Minister of 
Mines wbothe:' in granting 1,200 inches 
of water to Mr. F. A. Hein/.e he had pro- 
tected the interests of the town of Trail 
and the TrailWater Company which had 
put in worka. 

Hon. Col. Baker had no objection to 
answering the question but he did not 
want it to be taken as a precedent for 
ministers being called upon to answer 
(lueetiuns on the spur of tho moment, 
lie would have been pleased to give the 
Ik'ii. member tho information if he had 
gone jirivately to him. Ho thought he 
would bequiio satisfied that what the 
government bad done in this matter 
would be entirely in the interests of the 
public. 

Tho house went into eoniiniltoe on the 
Xariaimo- .\lberni Kailway Company's 
bill, Mr. Kogers in the chair. Tlio bill 
was reported coiuplete without amend- 
ments and the report waa adopted. The 
bill was read a third time and jjassecl. 

The C^iriboo Railway Company's bill 
was again considered in committee, Air. 
CTraham in ^the chair. An amend- 
ment was adopted giving the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council in place '^f the 
assembly the right of approving the 
route. 

Hon. 1>. M. I'iberts moved as an 
aruendineut to strike out the clause 
binding the company to deposit a secur- 
it}- construction bond of $L',000. Carried. 

The committee ruKu and reported the 
bill conipUite with ainendinenls. 

The report oi the Vancouver-Nanaimo 
Railway Transfer bill was adopted and 
tlie hill was read a third time and 
passed. 

The house then passed through com- 
mittee, without atnendment, the Vic- 
toria, ■^'uncouver and Westminster Rail- 
way bill ajid the Delta, Westminster 
and Eastern Railway Amendment bill. 

The bouse went into committee on the 
Companies Clauses Consolidation bill, 
Mr. Smith in the chair. Before the 
chairman started on tho usual reading 
of the clauses Hon. Mr. Eberts said it 
would save muoli public time if the 
house would agree to the clauses being 
taken as read. Tliey were exactlj' the 
same as they stood in the Fnglish act. 
Ho bad had the bill very carefully ex- 
amineil clause by clause to aee that 
there were no mistakes. 

Mr. .Semlin agreed to that course if 
the Attorney-General would take all 
responsibility for anything which might 
be found to bo inaccurate in tho bill. 

Hon. Mr, Fberts clieerfully assented 
to this. He mentioned that this bill, 
the water bill and the companies' bill 
would not be iinally paeeed until the 
end of the session, in order that hon. 
members might properly examine them. 
The government were anxious to have 
the measures thoroughly discussed, and 
wished them ap])roved by both sidea of 
the house. (Hoar, bear.) 

The T.»7 clauses wore put through, but 
a3 the preamble reciuires a little change 
the committee rose and reported pro- 
gress and asked leave to sit again. 

Capt. Irving moved tho second read- 
ing of the Yukon Mining, Trading and 
TranSDortation Company's Taku Inlet- 
Teal in Lake Railway bill. 

Carried, 

The house adjourned at 4 -AO p.m.

PROTECTINO STURGEON. 

Wasliineton Stale Trying to Prevent the 
Extencination of Tlieir Fisheries. 

There is much imiuiry regarding the 
provisions of the new law for the protec- 
tion of sturgeon, and many requests for 
copies of the law. Aa there was an em 
ergency clause attached to the bill the 
law is now in etreut. The bill, which 
was approved by Gov. Rogers, March !(>, 
IS a.s follows : 

" Section 1. Hereafter it shall not be 
lawful for any person or persons lo take, 
capture, kill or have in their possession 
after the same has been taken, captured 
or kille<l, any sturgeon between the lirsi, 
day of March and the lirst day of Xo- 
veinber of each and every year, under a 
p<'nalty of .'f'iO for each and every .stur- 
geon so taken, captured, killed or had 
unlawfully. 

" Sec. It shall not be lawful at any 
lime to take ur ki 1 1 any young sturgeon 
under tlm^e ieet ajid a half in length, or 
fish for the same by any device or appli- 
ance whatever in the waters of this 
state; and any person or persons fishing 
with gill nets, pound nets, set nets, lish 
wheel or other lisliing apparatus what- 
ever in tiie waters cif this state, who, 
on lifting, drawiuu, taking up or remov- 
ing any of said nets or other liahing ap- 
paratus shall lind young sturgeon under 
four feet in length entangled or caught 
therein, shall immediately with care 
and with the least possible injury to the 
fish, disent^tngle and let loose the same 
and transmit the lish to the water with- 
out violence. Any person or persons 
violating any of the provisions of this 
section or having in their posaesaion 
young aturgeon under font feet in length, 
either for consumption or sale, or w ho 
is known wilfully to destroy the same, 
for so oU'eiuling shall on conviction 
thereof lie punished with a fine of $10 
for each and every fish so caught, sold or 
destroyed, and in default of paying such 
fine, on being convicted thereof, shall be 
imprisoned in the countv jail for thirty 
days."-P.-l. 

WHOOPEE! 

The Wind Cavorts Over Wyoming Prairie 
Lilie a Wild Sroncho. 

CiiKVKN-NE, March 31. — A blizzard of 
snow and wind lias been raging through- 
out Wyoming from the west and east 
for the past i-iur hours. There bave 
been heavy losses of sheep in a 
[lorlion of the district. Losses 
in cattle and horses have bi'(>n 
nominal to tlio present, but 
etockiiien are becoming a[)preliensive aa 
a continuation of the Htorm for live or 
six hours more' will be deBtructive to 
range stock.
